Was ‘Commission’ —

WASHINGTON, March 20— 
Senate investigators digging in- 
to the fimancial affairs of Frank 
W. Brewster, chairman of the 
ll-state Western Conference of 
Teamsters, came up with evi- 
dence today that he profited 
substantially in business deals 
with a broker getting hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in fees 
for handling the union's welfare 
funds. 

It was testified that Brewster 
acegpted $5000 a year in stock 
over a three-year period from 
the broker, George Newell, with 
which his unfon was doing busi- 
ness and made $44,000 on a 
combined race. horse and real 
estate deal in which the broker 
accepted .« loss of more than 

Newell was shown, however, 
to have collected brokerage fees 
over a _ three-year period 
amounting to between $400,000 
and $500,000 in the placement 
of the union’s health and wel- 
fare fund business; 

Brewster vehemently denied 
insinuations by Robert F. Ken- 
nedy, counsel to the Senate 
committee on labor rackets, be- 
fore which he was appearing, 
that the $5000 stock gifts or the 
profit he showed on his other 
deals with Newell amounted to 
a splitup of the welfare fund 
brokerage commissions. 

He asserted that the stock 
ts represented a flat 
annual salary on which 

he and Newell had agreed 
should be paid him for watching 
over the race horses in the 
stable which he and Newell 
jointly owned and seeing to it 
that they got their morning 
walks. About 50 per cent of the 
time, Brewster insisted, he got 
up 4:30 a.m. to take care of the 
horses. He swore that to his 
knowledge the payments came 
from Newell's personal funds 
and not from brokerage fees. 

The walking of the horses 
and other ministrations to the 
horses were performed outside 
of his regular working hours as

We feel there should be a 
provision in the personnel sec- 
tion stating as a matter of 
policy that employes of the city 
should have the right to join 
unions and be represented by 
persons of their own choosing 
in negotiations with city offi- 
cials,“ Webb said. 


“Memorandum Agreements” 


He also said labor believed 
the city ought to have the pow- 
er to enter into “memorandum 
agreements” with representa- 
tives of city employes. While 
these would be in written form 
they would have only moral 
force even though approved by 
the aldermen in the form of an 
ordinance. Under the state 
constitution, the city cannot en- 
ter into collective bargaining 
agreements. 

Vacancies in the classified 
service, especially those involv- 
ing promotions, should be filled 
within 90 days, the labor group 
said. The proposed charter is 
silent on this point, he said. 

While the labor organization 
feels that employes in the clas- 
sified service should not be per- 
mitted to engage in politica] ac- 
tivities, it believes such em- 
ployes should be given the ex- 
press right to circulate initia- 
tive and referendum petitions, 
but not petitions for the recall 
of an elected official, Webb 
said.

U. N. Sources See Slim

CAIRO, March 20 (UP) — 
United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarksjold will 
work for a buffer zone between 
Israel and Egypt, informed 
sources said today. 


Hammarskjold is arriving to- 
morrow from New York and is 
expected to concentrate on both 
the future of the Suez canal 
and new ways of preventing 
war between Israel and Egypt. 


U.N. sources said Hammarsk- 
jold might be able to work out 
some measures with the Egyp- 
tian government to insulate 
Egypt’s borders, but that Israel 
would not be expected to let 
the U.N. emergeney force oper- 
ate on the Israeli side of the 
demafration line. 

The diplomats said there 
was little if any hope now for 
an overall Arab-Israeli settle- 
ment and that the best they 
could hope for was a narrow 
buffer zone around Israel run- 
ning on both sides of the bor- 
er. 

(Israel has protested against 
such a zone on the ground the 
UNEF could not prevent Arab 
commandos from infiltrating 
into Israel but would prevent 


any Israeli force

Project Called Costly. 
U.N. sources also said the 
project would be costly and 
that it would require permanent 


‘U.N. patrols with the right to 


open fire against raiders along 
the barbed wire zone and the 
check points. 

But they said it might be the 
best possible solution now to 
halt the sporadic violence that 
has across the border 
since Israel was established as 
a nation in 1948. 

Correspondept Gerald Aratho- 
on reported om Gaza that 
the Danish-Norwegian battalion 
of UNEF had received orders 
to garry out a wholesale de- 
ployment from the town of 
Gaza today to points along the 
truce line. The battalion will 
be stationed along a line north 
and northeast of the town. 

The troops originally were to 
have moved out yesterday but 
were delayed for an wunex- 
plained reason, The move does 
not constitute a pullout from 
the Gaza Strip, but only from 
the town which is now under 
the administration of Egyptian 
officials. 

Brazilians to Move In. 

UNEF sources said a Brazil- 
lan company would move into 
the Gaza area as some Norwegi- 
ans and Danes pull out into the 
Sinai desert area, and that 
Swedish, Colombian, Brazilian 
and Indian contingents now in 
the southern sector of Gaza 
town would take up posts along 
the border. 

Railway communications be- 
htween Egypt and the Gaza strip 
were resumed yesterday after 
nearly five months’ stoppage. A 
freight train with 300 tons of 
sugar, rice, flour and other sup- 
plies pulled into Gaza where it 
‘was greeted by 10,000 cheering 
residents. 

A single coach on the. end 
of the train was packed with 
returning Gaza residents, The 
passengers included doctors, 
teachers and administrative em- 
ployes. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion yesterday visited the 
Gaza frontier villages of Nahal 
Oz abd Nirim to explain his 
government's position to set- 
tlers. He told them Israeli 
forces withdrew from the strip 
in the interests of peace and 
spoke of plans to strengthen 
Israel's border security, in the

WASHINGTON, March 20 
—Economy-minded House mem- 
bers today cut $538,000,000 off 
President Eisenhower's request 
for $5,900,000,000 to run 18 
Government agencies in the 
new fiscal year starting July 1. 


With practically no contro- 
versy, the House approved suts 
previously recommended by the 
Appropriations Committee, cut 
off another $21,000,000 on their 
own, and then passed the big 
appropriation bill by voice vote. 

It now goes to the Senate, 
which—as a key House member 
complained earlier in the day— 
nearly always reverses some or 
all of the reductions customarily 
voted by the House in the gov- 
ernment’s money bills. 

Fewer Cars, Frills. 


Today's House-approved re- 
ductions, which are aimed at 
fewer new government automo’ 
biles, less travel, stabilized pay- 
rolls, reduced office space and 
fewer frills on new public 
buildings, totaled about 9 per 
cent of the President's budget 
requests. 

They brought to $684,000,000 
total cuts imposed by the House 
so far on presidential requests 
totaling $10,400,000,000, a re- 
duction of about 6.5 per cent. 
This rate, if sustained, would 
trim Mr. Eisenhower's record 
$71,800,000,000 budget for all 
government functions in the 
new fiscal year by about $4,- 

That prospect—still a long 
way for realization — stirred 
fresh talk today of a possible 
tax cut. The talks remained in 
the “iffy” stage and probably 
will for some time. 


Secretary of State JohngFos- 
ter Dulles had arrived earlier 
by plane for the conference. 

Mr. Eisenhower's landing was 
delayed about five minutes be- 
cause the admiral’s barge in 
which he left thee ruiser Can- 
bérra to enter Hamilton harbor 
developed steering trouble mid- 
way on its journey.

They Are Charged With 
Bribery, Obstruction 
of Justice, Conspira- 
cy to Impede Rackets 
Investigation.

WASHINGTON, March 20 — 
James R. Hoffa, a vice presi- 
dent of the Teamsters Union, 
and Hyman Fischbach, a Wash- 
ington and Miami (Fla.) law- 
yer, were indicted by a federal 
grand jury late yesterday on 
charges of bribery, obstruction 


of justice and conspiracy to 
corruptly impede the special 
Senate committee investigating 
labor racketeering. 

The three-count indictment 
was announced by Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell. Con- 
viction on all three counts 
could mean 13 years in prison 
and fines of more than $50,- 
000 for h of the defendants. 

Hoffa's“arraignment has been 
tentatively set for March 29 in 
United States District Court in 
Washington. 

Charge Against Hoffa. 

The indictment charged that, 
with Fischbach’s connivance, 
Hoffa, himself a target of the 
sweeping rackets inquiry, hired 
John Cye Cheasty, a New York 


attorney, to obtain a job with 


the committee staff and to feed 
Hoffa secret information from 
its files. | 

Hoffa, according to the in- | 
dictment, paid Cheasty $3000 
in two payments and received | 
in return documents and infor- 
mation which Cheasty, acting 
as a “double agent” in co-op- 
eration with the committee and 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, delivered to him. 

In at least one instance, the 
indictment indicated Hoffa got 
his money's worth for, in the 
words of the grand jury present- 
ment, he remarked to 20 


after delivery of some papers 
and records March 12 that it 
looks" like Becks goose is 
cooked if that is what they have 
on Beck.” 

The Beck referred to is Dave 


Beck, wealthy international 
president of the Teamsters, 
whose financial affairs and 


handling of union funds are 
under scrutiny by the Senate 
committee. 

Fischbach, who in the past 
has served as counsel to con- 
gressional investigating commit- 
tees, said in Miami, “When I 
am tried, I shall be exonerated.” 
He said he had been retained 
by Hoffa “but not for anything 
even remotely connected with 
the accusation.” 

Hoffa himself rested on his 
statement after his arrest a 
week ago in which he vowed 
he was innocent of wrongdoing 
and said he will “fight this case 
until I am cleared.” 

Until the bribery incident, the 
44-year-old Hoffa was regarded 
within the labor movement as 
— heir-apparent to Beck's posi- 

on. 


Hoffa was seized by FBI on 
the night of March 13 entering 
an elevator at the Dupont Plaza 
Hotel in Washington after 
accepting documents from

He added that he would elab- 
orate his views not only on 
7-7-1 but on the whole charter 
next Tuesday night, at a pub- 
lic meeting sponsored by the 
Board of Freeholders. It will 
be at Woerner Elementary 
School, 6131 Leona avenue, at 
8 o'clock. 

28 by Wards Now. 

Under the present charter, 
the board consists of a presi- 
dent elected at large and 28 
aldermen elected by wards, Un- 
der the 7-7-1 plan, there would 
be seven aldermen elected, each 
from a ward district, seven at 
large, and a president at large. 

Mehan spoke out against the 
7-7-1 plan yesterday in a speech 
to the Baptist Pastors Confer- 
ence, at the First Baptist 
Church, saying it was “a direct 
attack upon responsive city gov- 
ernment.” 

He continued: “The immedi- 
ate effect of such a plan would 
be to lessen the representative 
form of government and as such 
is abhorrent to democratic gov- 
ernmental theory. 

“It is in the interest of good 
responsive government that the 
citizens of this city have a rep- 
resentative Board of Aldermen. 
The proposed 7-7-1 plan would 
drastically weaken the role of 
the legislative body in our mu- 
nicipal government.

RATES BOOSTED 


An increase in premium rates 
for automobile liability insur- 
ance and for automobile colli- 
sion and comprehensive cover- 
age policies became effective 
throughout Missouri today, it 
was announced by two rating 
orgnizations in behalf of their 
member and subscriber com- 
panies. 


The National Bureau of Cas- 
ualty Underwriters said the in- 
creases in liability coverage 
vary according to car classifica- 
tion and territory. 

In general, for cars operated 
exclusively by males 25 years 
and older, the rate increases 
range from $2 to $15. For cars 
owned or o by married 
men under age 26 and for fam- 
ily cars with young male oper- 
ators, the rate increases range 
from $6 to $22. For cars owned 
or principally operated by un- 
married men below age 25— 
considered the most hazardous 
class of private passenger car 
risksthe rate rise is in the 
range from $25 to $60, depend- 
ing on territory. 

City-County Differential. 


The differential between 
rates for St. Louis residents 
and those for St. Louis coun- 
tians will be greater under the 
increases, the Post-Dispatch 
was told. 

Louis H. Antoine, a_ vice 
president of the American Au- 
tomobile Insurance Co., said 
that a liability policy of $5000 
and $10,000 and $5000 property 
damage for unmarried men 
$204 in the cit yand $158. in 
the county. 

The same policy for city 
drivers over the age of 25 who 
use their cars only for pleas- 
ure will rise from $57 to $66 
while the county rate goes from 
$45 to $48, he said. 

For drivers over the age of 
25 who use their cars for busi- 
ness as well as pleasure, the 
city rate moves up from $96 to 
$102 while the county rate in- 
creases from $75 to $79. 

In East St. Louis the increase 
will be 5.1 per cent for bodily 
injury and 4.6 per cent for 
property damage. 

Rise in Accident Rate. 


The association said the rise 
in liability rates was due to an 
increasingly adverse experience 
of insured motorists in the 
state, noting the “staggering” 
amount of congestion on streets 
and highways and consequent 
rise in the accident rate and the 
toll in human lives and eco- 
nomic costs. 

“Claim frequency and claim 
costs have continued to rise,” it 
said. “The costs of practically 
everything that affects automo- 
bile insurance rates have con- 
tinued upward. Hospital costs 
continue to climb. Prices of new 
automobiles are up. Automobile 
repair costs have risen. Court 
and jury awards in jiability 
Cases continue to follow an up- 
ward trend. These are reasons 
why insurance companies re- 
quire higher premiums for pro- 
tecting motorists against the 
disastrous economic results of 
automobile accidents.” 

In the field of collision and 
comprehensive coverage, where 
the insurer’s liability is limited 
to damage to or loss of the in- 
sured’s automobile, the Nation- 
al Automobile Underwriters 
Association announced higher 
rates were caused by the higher 
cost of parts and new automo- 
biles. 

Comprehensive Coverage. 

Comprehensive premiums for 
popularly priced new private 
passenger automobiles have 
been raised $3 to $4 in most 
territories, slightly more for 
higher priced automobiles and 
less for older and lower priced 
models, it said. Comprehensive 


coverage includes such as 
fire, theft, windstorm, hail and 
glass breakage. 


Under the proposed rate 
schedule, purchasers of this 
type of insurance may save as 
much as 40 per cent on the pro- 
posed premiums by buying com- 
prehensive insurance on a $50 
deductible basis, it said. The 
deductible will not apply, and 
full insurance coverage will be 
afforded, on fire losses or theft 
losses when the entire automo- 
bile is taken, it said.

TARGETS SECRET 
INNEWDEFENSE TEST 


WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—The nation will hold an- 
other week-long war 4rill this 
summer — “Operation Alert 
1957"—but civil defense offi- 
cials who announced last 
night said targets for simulated 
atomic attacks would not be 
revealed in advance. 

In the three previous annual 
civil defense drills, target areas 
were announced months ahead 
of time. The Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration said this 
practice was being scrapped to 
make the exercise more realis- 


e. 
Another aspect will be less 


realistic, however. Federal 
agencies will not test their 
ability to carry on normal oper- 
ations from secret relocation 
centers away from Washington, 
as was done in the past. 

Some federal workers will 
evacuate the capital, though, 
and FCDA said “it is expected 
that certain organizations which 
would come into existence in 
the event of war will be tested 
on a limited basis for the first 
time.” 

Last year’s Operation Alert 
saw hypothetical nuclear bombs 
rain down on 76 target areas in 
the United States, Alaska, Ha- 
wall, Puerto Rico and the Canal 
Zone. The mock attack this 
year presumably will be on a 
similar scale but the announce- 
ment mentioned only assauits 
on United States cities. 

The attack period of the 1957 
drill will extend from 11 a.m., 
E.S.T., on July 12 to 6 p.m. 
July 14. The final phase— 
called the “Survival Action Pe- 
riod” —will continue until noon 
on July 19. 

This year’s plans also call for 
something of a dress rehearsal. 
State and local civil defense 
agencies will begin on July 8 
to prepare for the big test. 

Canada once again will assist 
in the program. But its aétivi- 
ties will be limited to border 
areas since it will hold its own 
exercise in May. 

The purpose of the test is to 
drill Government and eivil de- 
fense workers in coping with a 
major attack and—in the sec- 
ond phase—in picking up the 
pieces to see if they can keep 
the country ticking. 


NEHRU SUBMITS BUDGET 
IN EXCESS OF 3 BILLION 


NEW DELHI, March 20 (AP) 
—Prime Minister Nehru’s gov- 
ernment yesterday submitted a 
spending program of more than 
three billion dollars for the 
coming fiscal year, It included 
big increases for defense. 

Expenditures in the current 
year total $2,457,000,000. 

The white paper calls for a 
deficit next year of $766,500,000. 
There was a deficit of $453,600,- 
000 this year. Defense expendi- 
tures are going up roughly one- 
quarter, from the current $426,- 
195,000 to $530,691,000.

—The proposed pay increase for 
Missouri legislators, from $125

One of the most important 
policy makers saw an encourag- 
ing side to the deterioration of 
relations, however.

Distrust of Capitalism. 

Profound distrust of capital- 
ism may be one reason. The 
British workers have never 
learned, nor have their own 
leaders explained to them, what 
modern capitalism in the United 
States means in terms of a 
worker's life. 

The British attitude toward 
the Soviet Union has undergone 
a profound change. Nowhere 
did the Soviet war effort arouse 
greater admiration than among 
the workers of Britain. Today 
that fund of friendship has been 
exhausted. The simple equa- 
tion of Communism plus Soviet 
nationalism equals tyranny, and 
the danger is well established 
in men’s minds. 

The visit of Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev, Soviet Communist party 
chief, and Premier Nikolai A.

Brownell is convinced that 
the main tHing is to amend the 
Constitution to make clear that 
the President himself can, dur- 
ing any serious illness or other 
disability, delegate “the powers 
and duties” of the presidency 
to the Vice President tem- 
porarily without risking ¢he 
possibility of not getting them 
back again. 


Endless Wrangle. 


His view is that any attempt 
to try to settle all outstanding | 
questions — What constitutes | 
“inability?” Is a Vice Presi- 
dent authorized to make a find- | 
ing of “presidential inability?” | 
And what is to be done if a 
President cannot declare his 
own inability? — would merely 
lead to an endless constitutional 
wrangle settling nothing. 


Therefore, it is important to 
define what the Attorney Gen- 
eral is not trying to do. He is 
not proposing to define what 
constitutes “inability.” This in- 
cludes 30 things—loss of 
ability to see, to hear, to move, 
etc.; capture by an enemy in 
wartime; physical unconscious- 
ness; mental derangement; tem- 
porary absence in a crippled 
and grounded aircraft, etc.— 
that Brownell apparently has 
agreed with those who oppose 
any attempt to define the term. 

He has also avoided the 
highly controversial subject of 
whether the Vice President, or 
the Cabinet, or the courts or 
some disinterested commission 
should make a finding of presi- 
dential “inability.” 


Limited Recommendation. 


All of these, to one degree 
or another, involve the question 
of personal advantage or the 
dangers of political bias—at 
least in the minds of many peo- 
ple—and Brownell has decided 
to limit his recommendation to 
issues that will raise a mini- 
mum of controversy. 

In 1881, when President Gar- 
field lay helpless and dying 
after he was shot, most con- 
stitutional authorities seemed 
to agree that it was the Vice 
President's duty to determine 
when the,President was dis- 
abled.

Forbid any producer or producer- 
affiliate to be connected in any way 
with the retail marketing of the 
products.

No Place for Secrecy 


' Should a bank stock owner be required to list 

his holdings in the stock of his bank? Should 

bankers be permitted te make political contri- 
butions to officials with regulatory power over 
banks? 

As a consequence of the mee banking scan- 
dals in Illinois this question has been before 
the Senate Banking Committee in Washington 
for some six months. Now eit has been resolved 
by the Senate in favor of disclosure of the in- 
formation if the owner's stock exceeds 5 per cent 
or more of the total bank stock, and against po- 
litical gifts by bankers to officials regulating 
their banks. 

The committee, of which Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas is chairman, had recommended, 11 to 3, 
that Congress amend the federal banking laws 
to make all bank stock ownership a matter of 
public record. Senator Douglas, whose state 
was humiliated as well as bilked by the Hodge 
lootings, is the chief proponent of this change in 
favor of bank stock listing. 

The Senate as a whole, however, preferred a 
compromise amendment offered by Senator 
Anderson of New Mexico requiring public dis-. 
closure of ownership beyond the 5 per cent 
figure. Our preference would be for full dis- 
closure, but publicity for holdings in excess of 
5 per cent would open to the public the reéords 
as to leading shareholders. 

It is hard to see how Senator Bush of Con- 
necticut could argue seriously that the disclo- 
sure of the names of stockholders would “im- 
pose serious hardships upon all banks.” 

If Senator Bush had been in Illinois last sum- 
mer and fall he surely would have come to see 
that the entire banking proféssion was seriously 
embarrassed by the relations between faithless 
Ex-Auditor Orville E. Hodge and certain bankers. 

Hodge, it will be remembered, secretly ac- 
quired 40 per cent of the stock in a bank, which 
he as Auditor, officially reorganized.’ He used 
his supervisory authority under Illinois law to 
close the old Bank of Elmwood Park on the 
grounds of improper procedures, When the 
bank reopened Hodge was a major stockholder. 
All this was behind a screen of secrecy. 

Senator Douglas’s reply to Senator Bush was 
the one that will, so we believe, occur to most 
bank depositors. “I cannot see,” said the sen- 
ior Senator from Illinois, “why anyone should 
be ashamed of owning bank stock or why any- 
one should object to Having it known.“ 

The ban on political donations is an equally 
important lesson of the Hodge scandals. Senate 
investigators had heard repeated testimony of 
“back scratching,” in which Illinois bankers do- 
nated to campaign funds, and politicians be- 
holden to them saw that the banks got big de- 
posits of state funds, 

Now the Senate has restored a provision cut 
out in committee to prevent such favoritism. 
This provision prohibits officers of banks in- 
sured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
from giving any kind of gifts to officials with 
regulatory power over banks. 

The very least that ought to come in the 
train of the Hodge scandals is the enactment of 
safeguards at both the state and national level 
that will provide proteetion in the future.

To Justices Whittaker and Brennan 
Back in 1811 the Senate, on the same Novem- 
ber day, confirmed two of President Madison's 
appointees as Justices of the Supreme Court. 
One, Justice Story, ranks among the gréatest of 
Supreme Court jurists, The other, Justice Du- 
vall, gemains perbaps the least remembered. 

If the Senate has since confirmed two Justices 
on the same day, the occasion does not come 10 
mind. But it has now done so again with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's third and fourth appointees, 
Justice Brennan of New Jersey, who has been 
serving since last fall on a recess appointment 
in the place of retired Justice Minton, and Jus- 
tice Fbittaker of Missouri, who takes the place 
of retired Justice Reed. 

Missourians in particular will wish a long and 
distinguished career for the first Judge from 
this state to be elevated to the nation’s highest 
bench, The opportunity for statesmanship that 
he and Justice Brennan enjoy is no less great 
than the opportunities in the Legislative and 
Executive branches of the Government. 

May they follow in the finest traditions of a 
magnificent American institution—may they see 
the law largely, as a means for democratic 
progress.

As the Arms Talks Reopen 

Another round of disarmament talks has 
opened in London with the reconvening of the 
five-power U.N. disarmament subcommittee. 

The talks have been going on for so long, with 
so little result, that it is difficult to get excited 
about them. Yet the word from the American 
delegation, led by Harold E. Stassen is that the 
five powers are closer to agreement on some is- 
sues than ever. Before Mr. Stassen left for Lon- 
don, President Eisenhower took pains to indicate 
his full backing of his mission, and it was re- 
ported the Administration believes there is basis 
for a limited agreement with Russia. 

So perhaps pessimism founded on the world 
tensions which undoubtedly still exist should 
be balanced by prudent hopes founded on the 
equally undoubted fact that every nation would 
welcome some relief from the arms burden. 

As always, the two main problems are where 
to begin and ho to make sure that the other 
fellow is UHving up to the agreement. The United 
States position is based on these five points, as 
outlined to the U.N. General Assembly's politi- 
cal committee in January: 

(1) The major powers should begin with a re- 
duction in conventional armed strength, Russia 
and the United States limiting their forces to 
2,500,000 each, Britain and France to 750,000 
each, subject to check by international inspectors. 
(2) Future output of fissionable materials 
should be stockpiled exclusively for peaceful 
purposes, under international supervision. 

(3) After the stockpiling agreement is put 
into effect, future test explosions would be lim- 
ited and ultimately banned; meanwhile tests 
would be announced in advance and subject to 


Umited international observation. 


(4) Future experiments with satellites and 
intercontinental missiles should be brought un- 
der reliable international control. 

(5) A beginning should be made toward estab- 
lishing inspection systems designed to warn 
against surprise attack. 

The last point covers President Eisenhower's 
“open skies” plan, which apparently has been 
considerably de-emphasized. Mr. Stassen is said 
to be taking a more flexible approach, in the 
hope that some partial air inspection plan can 
be agreed on if not full-scale “open skies” all at 
once. Certainly flexibility on both sides, a dis- 
position to compromise differences, will be 
needed if an agreement is to be reached. And 
it is equally certain that disarmament negotia- 
tions are always worth while, even when the out- 
look for success is not too bright—for controlled 
and inspected disarmament is the only long-term 
policy that makes sense for the world as a whole. 
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Whooping Every One 

We are in receipt of a recent copy of The 
Daily News, published at Charlotte Amalie, St. 
Thomas, Virgin Islands. The marked column 
carries an editorial urging President Eisen- 
hower to visit the Virgin Islands on his brief 
vacation, but what interested us was the news 
‘item boasting of the great increase in airline 
traffic there. We quote: 

“The Caribair traffic for St. Thomas for Feb- 
ruary Was a whooping 10,457 passengers... . ” 
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The Photographer in Court 

Newspaper photographers have found yet an- 
other champion in Criminal Court Judge Charles 
Gilbert of Nashville, Tenn. He calls for a revi- 
sion of the Canons of Judicial Ethics insofar as 
they condemn the taking of pictures in court. 

The arguments in éupport of the restriction 
are, among others, that the photographer lowers 
the dignity of the court, distracts witnesses, and 
violates the right of privacy. Judge Gilbert de- 
molishes every objection, and offers instead a 
strong case for the taking of pictures. 

This concerns not only photographers. Judge 
Gilbert ‘holds that the taking of pictures—just 
as much as the reporting of the proceedings—is 
part. and parcel of the defendant's right to pub- 
lic trial, and of the public's right to know how 
a trial is being conducted, He cites a United 
States Supreme Court decision in which Justice 
William O. Douglas said: “The First Amend- 
ment dfaws no distinction between methods of 
communicating ideas. On occasion one may be 
more powerful or effective than another.” 

There was a time when an objection could be 
raised against the photographer with no little 
weight. That was when the use of flash pow- 
der, tripods and other cumbersome equipment 
did create a disturbance, if not a nuisance, This 
objection is still raised against television and 
movie equipment, But Judge Gilbert points out 
that such equipment is outmoded, that all a pho- 
tographer, needs is “a small unobtrusive camera 
not any more conspicuous than a pen or pencil.” 

Judge Gilbert cites a number of legal writers, 
including the late Justice.Cardozo and the late 
Dean Wigmore, as well as court decisions in line 
with his opinion. The best known of the latter 
perhaps is the ruling of the Ohio Supreme 
Court that Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard of Cleve- 
land Was hot entitled to a new trial on the 
ground that reporters, photographers, radio and 
television men in the courtroom had prevented 
a fair trial in the first instance. 

A trial is a public procedure ‘and those in- 
volved in it ¢an become public personages. They 
hardly can claim privacy. Indeed for them pub- 
licity is a safeguard utterly absent in a hush- 
hush proceeding. Beyond that is the right of 
the public to know, Dignity is essential, but it 
must not be raised as a bar to an open proceed- 
ing. That is why many judges agree with Judge 
Gilbert. They are less im the photog- 
raphers than in fair verdicts fairly reached.

High interest rates, resulting from the 
national policy of tight money as a bar- 
rier against inflation, can and have hit 
hard at school building programs. 

States can do something about it. 
Some states already have. Most states 
have legislatures in session this spring. 

Four states have school building au- 
thorities to help local school districts. 
A considerably larger number lend 
money to districts. A few buy district 
bonds. 

The nation’s tight money policy, con- 
sidered necessary by governmental au- 
thorities as a weapon against inflation, 
causes interest rates to go When 
interest rates go up on bonds for school 
construction, the needed new class- 
rooms cost more money. 


Example: Average interest rates in 
New York state for school district bond 
issues rose from 2.914 per cent last May 
to 4.078 in November, a hike of nearly 
40 per cent, It may get worse. Yet New 
York alone wants to build some 3300, 
000,000 worth of new schools a year for 
several years. Assuming a 30-year amor- 
tization of school bonds, one year’s 
construction would cost New York tax- 
payers an additional $50,000,000 be- 
cause of the higher interest rates. 


Add to that the building programs in 
the other 47 states (no exact f 
are available) and start figuring billions 
of dollars worth of bonds on a basis 
of 40 per cent higher interest, and it 
is easy to see why school buildings cost 
more, aside from rising construction 
costs, 


New York’s Financial Plan 


In New York, Comptroller Arthur 
Levitt only last month proposed a state 
school financing authority to help local 
districta market construction bonds less 
5 . He predicted consider - 
able savings to an estimated 1700 school 
districts which might choose to partic- 
ipate. 

Under this plan, a state school finan- 
cial authority could be set up as an en- 
tity in its own right. It would have 
power to issue its own bonds, which 
would be tax exempt, as are school dis- 
trict bonds. These would be backed by 
reserve funds appropriated by the state 
for that purpose. 

The authority would then buy up 
school district at a reasonable 
interest rate and hold them. Comptrol- 


local districts. The local districts then 
pay rent to the authority on the school 
buildings, and when the obligation is 
paid off through such rentals, the dis- 
trict owns the buildings. 

The Pennsylvania State School Build- 
ing Authority recently released its first 
printed report since its creation in 
1947. The report showed not a single 
default in rent payment. The authority 
has $625,000,000 to spend and will in- 
crease this by $100,000,000 annually up 
to $925,000,000. 

In Maine, if there is a default in 
peyment. the money comes out of state 
aid to the district involved. The State 
Department of Education, which in all 
cases works closely with school build- 
ing authorities, takes care of this. 

Similar situations, differing in detail 
and amounts, prevail in the other two 
states with building authorities, Indiana 
and Georgia. 


Delaware Looks for a Solution

in the New York proposal Comptroller 
Levitt estimates a 1 per cent saving.

The Fount of Catholicism 


THE VATICAN STORY, by Bernard Wall. 
(Harper, 247 pgs., $3.95.) 


Catholicism is a third world force in 
the political tension between the two 
super powers, America and Russia. It 
is not committed to democracy any 
more than it is to despotism. So Ber- 
nard Wall points out in his excellent 
book about the Vatican City, the fount 
of 400,000,000 Catholics in the world. 

These ideas, in addition to a wealth 
of facts about the mysterious church 
center in Rome, Wall weaves into inter- 
esting and certainly beneficial reading 
in a work that may well be considered 
monumental in scope. 

Besides setting out as clearly as pos- 
sible the general philosophy of the Vat- 
ican administration (and it never seems 
to form any clear 
pattern, in matters 
temporal) the book 
contains quite a de- 
tailed history or 
chronology from 
the beginning of 
the Vatican to the 
present. To add to 
the value of the 
work, it is accom- 
panied by an index, 
all that is needed 
to make it a valua- 
ble reference 
source. 

One of the sever- 
al highlights of the 
book is a chapter dealing with the life 
of Eugenio Pacelli, Pope Pius XII, the 
soft-spoken, diminutive but forceful 
man who ascended to the highest office 
of his church in 1938. 


In addition, there is a delightful sec- 
tion on American priests, in the chap- 
ter entitled “Those Who Speak Eng- 
lish,” who, when in Rome, a city of 
great poverty for the religious as well 
as the congregation, seem out of place 
with their apparent wealth, well-made 
habits and bright humor. 


Also especially recommended Is a sec- 
tion which sets out and differentiates 
the many orders of monks, friars and 
nuns of the Catholic Church. 


Wall, it can be said, is conducting no 
campaign for converts in his book. A 
Reman Catholic himself, he has taken 
great pains to present a clear and im- 
partial picture of the Vatican story.

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SENATE GROUP 
WINS MOVE TO 
FORCE TESTIMONY 


WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—The Senate Internal Se- 
curity subcommittee won a 
major legal round yesterday in 
an effort to compel four wit- 
nesses to give testimony in ex- 
change for immunity from pros- 
ecution. 

United States District Judge 
David A. Pine ruled that the 
four prospective witnesses have 
no standing to oppose an appli- 
cation for a court order author- 
izing the committee to trade 
them immunity for testimony. 

Attorneys Joseph Forer and 
David Rien, who appeared for 
the four, described as ùnconsti- 
tutional a section of the im- 
munity law authorizing congres- 
sional committees to compel 
testimony in cases involving na- 
tional security in return for a 
guarantee of no prosecution for 
what they say. 

J. G. Sourwine, associate 
counsel of the Internal Security 
subcommittee, argued that the 
proposed witnesses “have no 
real interest in this matter at 
this stage.” 

Judge Pine said the four 
prospective witnesses have “‘suf- 
fered no legal wrong” by the 
filing of the application for a 
court order “nor will they suf- 
fer any legal wrong by the 
granting of the order.” 

The crux of Pine’s ruling is 
that the time to litigate con- 
stitutional issues will not come 
until after the four witnesses 
have been called and are in 
peril of being wrongly prose- 
cuted. 

The courts have not ruled on 
the right of congressional com- 
mittees to compel testimony in 
return for immunity from 
prosecution. The Supreme 
Court, however, has upheld

Denver Wright Tells of Stopping

JEFFERSON CITY, March 20 
—The House passed yesterday a 
bill that would allow trustees 
of county health centers to fix 
the tax for maintenance and 


operation of the centers each 
year. At present the levy must 


be approved by the voters in 
the county at the time establish- 
ment of the center is authorized. 

The measure would not 
change the present maximum 
limit on health center tax rates, 


which is 10 cents on each $100 
property valuation. 

Sponsors of the bill said that 
as a result of the present re- 


quirement for initial approval 


by the voters, most of the 23 
counties now maintaining health 
centers have a 10-cent levy al- 
though many do not need that 
much revenue. 

Judicial Pay Hike Hearing. 

Officers of the St. Louis and 
St. Louis County Bar Associa- 
tions were among witnesses who 
testified last night at a public 
hearing before the House Judi- 
ciary Committee on a pending 
bill which would increase sal- 
aries of circuit judges in the 
city $16,000 a year. No action 
was taken by the committee. 

Richard D. Shewmaker, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation, urged favorable consid- 
eration of the bill, asserting the 
judges “are not as well off, fi- 
nancially, now as they were in 
1939.” 

At that time, he said, judges 
in St. Louis were paid $8000 as 
compared with $14,000 now, 
“but the dollar now is worth 
less than 50 per cent of what 
it was worth in 1939.” 

Edgar S. Boedeker, president 
of the St. Louis County Bar As- 
sociation, said that so far as the 
county is concerned the salary 
increase is justified because of 
increased litigation resulting 
from the “tremendous increase 
in population.” 

Dairy Control Bill Passed. 

A bill designed to prevent 
large dairies: from forcing 
smaller companies out of busi- 
ness by selling products below 
cost was passed in the House 
late yesterday by a vote of 119 
to 2 with eight members voting 
“present.” The measure was 
sponsored by five legislators 
from rural areas. 

It would make it unlawful 
for any person, with intent to 
injure or destroy competition 
or to create a monopoly, to sell 
or offer for sale milk or milk 
products for less than the cost 
to the seller. The cost below 
which they could not be sold 
would be the basic cost of-the 
milk or milk products, plus con- 
tainers, labor and transporta- 


tion. | 

The bill also would prohibit 
rebates of any kind or the of- 
fering of inducements to pur- 
chasers if such inducements 
would result in discrimination 
between buyers or in the sale 
of products for less than cost 
to the seller. 

A five-member state commis- 
sion to supervise operation of 
savings and loan organizations 
would be created under provi- 
sions of another measure passed 
in the House and sent to the 
Senate. The bill was approved 
by a vote of 125 to 3 

Members of the commission 
would be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. It would pass upon ap- 
peals from rulings of the super- 
visor of savings and loan. 


U.S. AGAIN BARS

WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—The State Department 
indicated yesterday the United 
States still was not interested 
in any Middle East conference 
with Russia.

SENATORS READY 
VIOLENT ATTACK 
AGAINST DULLES

WASHINGTON, March 20 — 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles will face a violent Senate 
attack if the renewed Israeli- 
Arab crisis should bring fresh 
hostilities or new Egyptian ac- 
tion against Israel. 


Beneath an unusual degree of 
public silence, influential Sen- 
ators are taking preliminary 
steps to: 

1, Put the State Department 
on notice that they are troubled 
at the apparent contradiction 
between what Israel understood 
would be done to protect it 
when it agreed to withdraw 
from the Gaza strip and the 
Gulf of Aqaba, and the Ad- 
ministration’s own definition of 
the commitment. 


Impression Left on Senators. 

2. Marshal arguments intend- 
ed to prove that Dulles left the 
Senate itself to understand that 
Israel's withdrawal was accom- 
panied by assurances that the 
Egyptians would not return 
there and would not further mo- 
lest Israeli shipping. 

Thus, the Administration's 
statement of Monday that the 
United States is standing firm 
on certain “hopes and expecta- 
tions” for peace in the area has 
been followed by much privately 
expressed skepticism in the 
Senate. 

Though this was never pub- 
licly acknowledged, the Sen- 
ate delayed final action on the 
Eisenhower Doctrine for the 
Middle East until some of the 
most influential members in 
both parties felt assured that 
an Israeli withdrawal would not 
be followed by new demands 
from Egypt. 

The doctrine by which the 
United States pledged to use 
armed force on request to halt 
any Communist aggression in 
the Middle East, was not ap- 
proved until March 5. This was 
four days after Israel had 
agreed to accept United Na- 
tions recommendations and re- 
tire from Gaza and the Gulf. 


‘Waited in Vain.’ 

When the Senate met yester- 
day, Senator Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas, Democratic ma- 
jority leader, read a formal 
statement saying, “Americans 
generally had assumed that the 
Israeli withdrawal. . would 
be matched with equally states- 
manlike acts on the other side. 
Thus far, we have waited in 
vain. 

“This country took the lead 
in persuading the Israelis to 
withdraw. ... We did not do 
so because we were taking one 
side in a dispute. We took our 
position because we thought it 
was a predicate to peace. 

„It would be a great tragedy 
if this statesmanlike act were 
to become instead the predicate 
for another battle.” 

Later, Senator Wayne Morse 
(Dem.), Oregon, told his col- 
leagues there was “growing evi- 
dence of gross malfeasance in 
office by the Secretary of State.” 

Both Republican and Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
had intended to press Dulles 
hard on what was going to be 
done to assist Israel. 

The Secretary had appeared 
before the committee in closed 
session Monday wishing pri- 
marily to discuss the recent 
Southerst Asia treaty confer- 
ence meeting and the Bermuda 
conference between President 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Macmillan of Britain. 

Dulles’s time was limited, 
however, and no general inter- 
rogation on the Middle East 
issue was possible.

(AP)—Frank Sinatra sald he 
told a county grand jury yes- 
terday that he just went along 
for the ride when Joe DiMaggio 
and others broke into the 
wrong apartment looking for 
Marilyn Monroe. 

That is what he told a state 
Senate committee which re- 
cently investigated information | 
leaks from private detectives to | 
scandal magazines. 

“It was the same story,” he | 
toM reporters on emerging | 
from a 45-minute session with 
jurors. There's no other one 
to tell.“ 

Two other witnesses testified. 
One said he also told the same 
story the Senators heard—that 
Sinatra actually participated in 
a raid on the apartment bufld- 
ing where the baseball slugger’s 
divorced wife was yisiting. That 
witness was private detective 
Phil Irwin, who carried the 
camera on the raid that back- 
fired. 


The other witness was Mrs. 
Florence Kotz Ross, who said 
she was scared half out of her 
wits when the raiders smashed 
in her door by mistake. She 
told the jurors that she did not 
recognize Sinatra among the 
raiders. 

Mrs. Ross told reporters: 
“There was a whole army of 
men in my kitchen and bedroom 
but it was too dark to recognize 
any of them. The fellow with 
the camera—lI thought it was a 
gun at the time—was the only 
one who came into the room 
where I was sleeping. I was too 
scared to see anything or hear 
anything.” 

Mrs. Ross added that she had 
seen Sinatra many times in 
movies and on television. 

Sinatra told the Senate com- 
mittee he just drove DiMaggio 
to the scene and did not go omg 
the apartment. DiMaggio, in 
deposition, corroborated "Sinat- 
ra's story.

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SABOTAGE RULED 
I IN AIR CRASH 
I MAGSAYSAY 


MANILA, March 20 (AP)— 
Philippine investigators today | 
ru out the possibility that 
sabotage caused the plane crash 
in which Philippine President 
Ramon Magsaysay died. 

Col. Richardo Papa, deputy | 
constabulary chief, said evi- 
dence gathered on Sunday's 
Cebu island crash indicated no 
foul play was involved. 

The investigators announced 
that the crash which killed 26 
persons was not preceded by an 
explosion as the sole survivor, 
newspaperman Nestor Mata, 
originally had reported. 

The possible causes were 
said to have been narrowed 
down to pilot error and engine 
failure. 

Reconstructing the disaster, 
the investigators surmised that 
the two-engine planes right 
wing snapped off against a tree 
as it skirted the mountainside | 
where the predawn crash oc- | 
curred. 

Mata’s story aroused specula- 
tion of Communist sabotage 
against the 49-year-old pres- 
ident, one of Asia’s stanchest 
anti-Communists who crushed | 
Red movement when he was de- | 
fense secretary. | 

American air experts, have | 
been helping in the exhaustive 
investigation, which involved 
assembling bits of plane wreck- 
age strewn for hundreds of feet 
over the jungle mountairfside. 

Nearly 200,000 Filipinos kept 
a mourning vigil around 
Malacanan Palace and thousands 
filed past Magsaysay’s flag- 
draped casket, lying in state in- 
side the palace until the fu- 
neral Friday. The floral tributes 
banking the room included 
wreaths from President Eisen- 
hower and President Theodor 
Heuss of West Germany. 

At the foot of the casket was 
a simple wreath of ferns from 
“Luz, Tita, Adging, Jun — Mrs. 
Magsaysay, Teresita and Mila- 
gros, the President's daughters, 
and Ramon Jr., his son. 

Magsaysay's successor, former 
Vice President Carlos Garcia, 
was hard at work in an ad- 
joining room signing docu- 


ements.

saying he would continue to 
carry out the same foreign 
policy laid down by the Mag- 
saysay administration.

Great Power, Faults 


In The Last Tycoon’ 
By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, March 20. 

7 . 1 HE LAST TYCOON,” as it was left unfinished 

by the dying F. Scott Fitzgerald, was a first 

draft of singularly compelling power. It had 
all the advantages of a first draft, which are many, 
and all the disadvan- 
tages, which are also 
many. It was highly 
original, this story of 
a movie magnate 
who greatly resem- 
bles the late Irving 
Thalberg, who was 


immetisely percep- 
tive about an indus- 
try that is mostly.

NOW AS TO the plot. As I recall the book, there 
was quite an elaborate development of the idea that 
Monroe Stahr was an authentic genius who was gradu- 
ally being hemmed in and circumscribed by bankers 
and other constricting appurtenances of the Twen- 
tieth Century, which were gradually changing the 
picture business. In the TV version, this idea was 
greatly simplified. Palance was shown under the sur- 
veillance of an icy-eyed money man (Keenan Wynn). 
Presumably his job was at stake if he failed to im- 
press, but since the character played by Palance 
already realized he was dying, this is a matter of small 
importance. 

The Philosophical implications were omitted or 
simplified. Both Wynn and Palance believe in making 
money. But Wynn believes in saving money; Palance 
in spending it to make it. The one is an exponent of 
cost accounting; the other of native genius.

PALANCE, who has already turned in one whop- 
ping performance as a punch-drunk heavyweight in 
“Requiem for a Heavyweight,” turned in another 
powerful but, I'm afraid, sketchy performance. His 
Monroe Stahr was intense enough, but he seemed to 
be a man of one expression and one mood. Fitz- 
gerald’s last tycoon was, I should imagine, a far more 
complex character than this. 


There are a couple of love stories in the script, 
both a little strange and remarkably innocent ones 
for Hollywood. In one, Stahr falls in love with a 
woman mostly because she reminds him of his dead 
wife. In another a young girl who is the narrator 
of the book, and the daughter of a Hollywood ry 
ducer, is in love with the tycoon. Neither love affair 
ever amounts to much or goes anywhere and I can’t 
believe Fitzgerald would have let things go that way, 
if he had finished the book.

STILL, sketchy, unfinished, and experimental as 
it was, “The Last Tycoon” was quite a TV drama, 
strange, haunting and memorable. There was a per- 
fectly wonderful scene at the beginning in which 
Stahr tries to teach a British author how to write for 
movies, copes with and masters a Brando-like movie 
star, rescues an old-time movie director from suicidé, 
— fends off Keenan Wynn—all more or less in one 
reath. 


Show business has certainly come in for its share 
of attention this year.

Spoof of the Psychoanalyst . 
E haven't had a good, lively farce from Hollywood 
this year up to now, but “OH, MEN! OH, WOMEN!” a 
." CinemaScope picture at the FOX THEATER supplies 
the need. It is funny and clever, both in the lines and 
situations adapted from Edward Chodo- 
rov's Broadway play by Producer-Director- 
Writer Nunnally Johnson, and for some 
quite deft and talented comedy perform- 
ances by the five principals. 

Its target is that popular ‘mark for 
wit, the psychoanalyst. As played by David 
Niven, he is urbane, calm and slightly 
superior; no screwball he, as psychiatrists have turned out 
to be in some other co ies. But his ego and his Olympian 
attitude are shaken when a love-crazed young playboy on 
the analytical couch blurts out that the creature who is driv- 
ing him mad is none other than the psychoanalyst’s fiance. 

This daft young man wildly presses his suit at the 
girl's apartment. To make matters worse, a drunken actor, 
out for revenge because his wife is pouring out all her 
fancied troubles to the analyst, also arrives and tries to 
make love to the fiancee, ending up with an alcholic 
denunciation of the psychiatrist and psychoanalysis. The 
analyst finally finds himself goaded to the point where he 
descends to the elemental traits of common men in such 
a situation—he punches the playboy in the solar plexus, 
surprising even himself, and stamps down to the nearest 
saloon for some whisky. Thus destroying his fiancee’s illu- 
sion that he is more god than man. 

Tony Randall, from the New York stage play, is 
hilarious as the playboy. Cap pulled far down over his 
eyes, Jaw jutting and arms swinging violently as he un- 
leashes his emotions either in trembling pleading or shouts, 
his performance amounts to a perfect burlesque of the 
Actors’ Studio tense dramatic style. Dan Dailey, as the 
actor, is also an expert farceur. Ag the fiancee, Barbara 
Rush, hitherto only another pretty face, displays a surpris- 
ing comedy sense. That veteran light comedienne, Ginger 
Rogers, is also quite amusing as she compares herself to 
Nora in Ibsen’s “A Doll's House,” says she is insufferably 
bored with her husband and pictures the harmless, adoring 
spouse as a beetle-browed monster. 

It's good fun all around, even though the ending slows 
down a little in a conventional farce situation. 


Real Life Drama 


Alfred Hitchcock, usually the master of fictional sus- 
pense, has concocted a mood of quiet terror on a realistic 
basis in “THE WRONG MAN,” at the MISSOURI. It tells 
the actual case of Manny Balestrero, a bass player at the 
Stork Club in New York City, who was 
wrongfully identified by a number of wit- 
nesses as the man who twice held up an 
insurance company branch. 

Hitchcock has used the actual locales of 
the case—Balestrero’s modest apartment, 
the offices, the police headquarters room 
and courtroom, the Tombs, the Stork 
Club, for an authentic background, and has gone through 
the case with close fidelity. 

As Balestrero, Henry Fonda gives a strgng, reticent and 
thoroughly natural performance. He is Mr. Average-man 
suddenly caught in a seemingly hopeless situation. As the 
suspect is sent through the various procedure of arrest and 
arraignment, and he finally confronts the door of the 
Tombs for the first time, you vividly get the sense of his 
bewilderment and frustration. This goes into despair as 
corroborating evidence in a note is revealed against him, his 
attempts at establishing an alibi through witnesses are fu- 
tile, and his wife (Vera Miles) breaks down from worry 
and has to be sent to a mental institution. The poor fellow 
is almost at the end of his rope when a lucky break proves 
his innocence.

frozen condensed oyster stew, 
two tablespoons flour, three ta- 
blespoons cold water, one cup 
cubed cooked ham (4 to % 
inch pieces), one-fourth cup 
finely diced green celery, one 
drained canned pimiento (finely 
diced). 

Method#rurn oyster stew (ac- 
cording to can directions) into 
a one-quart saucepan.

Lift out oysters with slotted 
spoon and reserve. Stir flour 
and water together until smooth:
